The people of Missouri, with 
little knowledge of just how it 


happened, have now chosen most 
of the delegates who will meet in 
convention to rewrite and bring 
up to date the State’s 68-year-old 
constitution. 

Of the 83 delegates, 68 will rep- 
resent State Senatorial Districts 
and 15 will be elected at large. 
District delegates are chosen by 
the Republican and Democratic 
party organizations. 

The Democrats in St. Louis, and 
generally throughout the State, 
have completed their slate, and the 
Republicans in St. Louis are meet- 
ing today to do that. 

The 15 delegates-at-large, more 
truly than the district delegates 
chosen by party organizations, will 
be the choices of the people. In 
the final analysis, they, too, will 
owe something to the practical 
politicians for their selection, be- 
cause the Democratic and Repub- 
lican State committees will meet 
at Jefferson City next week to de- 
termine which 15 they will sup- 
port and such is the power of or- 
ganization that their choices “Will 
be virtually assured of election. 

Election a Formaility. 

The party organizations, how- 
ever, have left it to the non-pro- 
fessionals to circulate the petitions 
for delegates-at-large, so that 
their choice next week will be lim- 
fted to selection of 15 from a 
greater number of candidates who 
represent largely “good govern- 
ment” organizations of non-profes- 
sionals. 

In the election April 6, at which 
the delegates at large will be 
chosen by vote of the people’ the 
party organization delegates also 
will be formally elected, but there 
are no opposition candidates in 
this phase of the election so that 
designation of district delegates by 
party organizations is tantamount 
to election. 

These delegates represent State 
Senatorial districts, and for each 
district there will be two delegates, 
one Republican and one Democrat.

178 Die in Jam 
On Air’ Shelter 


Stairs in London 


60 Injured; Woman 
With Bundle and 
Baby Stumbled. 


LONDON, March 4 (AP),—At 
least 178 persons were killed and 
60 injured in an accident at the 
entrance of a London subway 
shelter during the air raid alert 
last night, it was announced today. 

People suffocated in a great 
heap after a woman tripped on 
the stairs and following crowds 
piled up, authorities said. 

The Ministry of Home Security 
issued a statement which said 
there was “no sign of panic before 
the accident” and no bombs fell 
anywhere in the district. 

Many Suffocated. 

The text of the statement: 

“On Wednesday evening a seri- 
ous accident took place near the 
entrance of a London tube shelter 
causing the death by suffocation 
of a number of people. 

“According to accounts so far 
received, shortly after the air raid 
alert sounded, substantial numbers 
of people were making their way 
as usual towards the shelter en- 
trance. 

“There were nearly 2000 in the 
shelter, including several] hundred 
who arrived after the alert, when 
a middle-aged woman burdened 
with a bundle and a baby tripped 
near the foot of a flight of 19 
steps which leads down from the 
street. 

“This flight terminates on a 
landing. Her fall tripped an el- 
derly man behind her and he fell 
‘similarly. 

“Their bodies again tripped up

MEAT AND FATS 
RATIONING ON ONE 
SFT OF COUPONS 


All Points May Be Spent 
for Any Single Product 
in Group, Including 
Butter, Cheese, Lard. 


START MAY BE PUT 
OFF TILL APRIL 15 


Officials Say 1°4-Pound- 
a-Week Meat Allow- 
ance May Be Increased 
Later in Year. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—The Government plans to ration 
meats, butter, margarine, cheese, 
lard and other cooking fats and 
oils under a single set of coupons 
in Ration Book No. 2, it was 
learned today from informed au- 
thorities who withheld use of their 
names. 

Each of the products will be as- 
signed point values, as in the case 
of canned and processed fruits 
and vegetables. The points will be 
interchangeable. That is, a con- 
sumer could use all his points for 
the purchase of any one of these 
commodities or for any combina- 
tion. 

For example, a consumer could 
use all his points for the purchase 
of meats if he did not want or 
need butter, cheese and cooking 
fats and oils. If he did not want 
meats, he could use all the points 
for any of the other products. 

Rationing of these foods has 
been scheduled to start April 1, 
but food authorities said today it 
may be delayed until April 15. 


Changes in Plans. 

It was learned’ that officials had 
hoped to handle the rationing of 
meats, butter and the cooking fats 
and oils under separate sets of 
coupons. However, Ration Book 
No. 2 was held not suited for such 
a plan, and officials decided it 
would take too long to prepare 
and distribute new ones, particu- 
larly when supplies of these foods 
are being consumed at a greater 
rate than the over-all supply sit- 
uation is believed to warrant. 

The point values of these prod- 
ucts were not disclosed, nor was 
the number of points which will 
be assigned each consumer. 

Officials said supplies of meats 
to be made available for civilians 
under the rationing system were 
expected to be the equivalent of 
1% pounds weekly. They said, 
however, that the per capita supply 
is expected to be larger next fall. 

May Average Two Pounds. 

Rationing will be started at a 
season of the year when meat 
slaughtering normally declines. In- 
asmuch as no large reserves be- 
yond military and lend-lease needs 
have been accumulated it will be 
necessary, officials explained, to 
make the meat allowance smaller 
at the start than later in the year, 
when slaughtering increases again. 
It was said that the per capita sup- 
ply for the full year might easily 
average two pounds or more. 

No official estimates have been 
made as to how much butter, 
cheese, cooking fats and oils will 
be made available for civilians 
under rationing. The Department 
of Agriculture has estimated, how- 
ever, that the per capita supply of 
butter this year would be about 
12.8 pounds compared with 16 last 
year, The per capita supply of 
lard and cooking compounds and 
oils has been estimated as 23 
pounds, compared with. 24 of last 
year. The per capita supply of 
margarine has been estimated as 
4.66 pounds, compared with three 
last year. 

Meat Supply in Question.

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Prayers by Roosevelt at Services

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt observed the 
tenth anniversary of his elevation 
to the Presidency today by praying 
at special religious services that 
God “Grant us grace fearlessly to 
contend against evil and to make 
no peace with oppression.” 

The services, which have been 
held every March 4 since Roosevelt 
took office in 1933, were in the 
East Room of the White House, 
with high officials of the Govern- 
ment, friends and members of the 
President’s family participating. 

Roosevelt bowed his head in 
prayers for peace, for social jus- 
tice, for all in the service of the 
country and those who have died 
in it, for our enemies and for all 
the nations of the world. 


The prayers were the standard 


supplications from the Episcopal 
book of Common Prayer and were 
led by Lieut, Frank R. Wilson, a 
Navy chaplain at Norfolk, Va., 
who is on leave of absence as rec- 
tor of Roosevelt's home church 
at Hyde Park, N. Y. Chaplain 
Wilson offered prayers for the 
chief executive and asked that 
God “defend us, the humble ser- 
vants, in all assaults of our 
enemies.” 

With Mrs. Roosevelt on his left, 
the President sat at the front of 
the room, facing a golden cross 
and an American flag. 

After the final hymn, Vice-Pres- 
ident Wallace stepped over to the 
President to shake hands and say 
a few words. Mrs. Roosevelt in- 
vited all present to greet the chief 
executive, too,

‘Foe Sends 400 to 500 Men

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 4.—Main- 
taining their initiative in the far 
northern sector of Tunisia, Ger- 
man troops yesterday gained 
ground north of Sedjenane on the 
Djebel Abiod-Mateur road and by 
nightfall were two or three miles 
from the town. 

This lone success of the foe was 


counterbalanced by the repulse of 
enemy attacks in other areas all 
the way from Medjez-el-Bab to a 
point southeast of Mareth, where 
the British Eighth Army was in 
contact with Nazi Gen. Field Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel’s rear guard. 

Yesterday an Axis force of be- 
tween 400 and 6500 infantrymen 
whade an, attack against Gen, Sir 
Bernard LL. Montgomery’s ad- 
vanced elements, six miles south- 
east of Mareth, but were badly shot 
up and eventually thrown back by 
Bren gun units. 

Heavy Allied Air Attack. 

American and British fighters, 
fighter-bombers, medium-bombers 
and heavy bombers gave the Ger- 
mans a bad day by hammering vir- 
tually every known airdrome on 
their side of the line and be iting 
up his road in a long series of 
fighting sweeps. 

In the far north the situation re- 
mains unsatisfactory at Sedjenane, 
but appears to be fairly well es- 
tablished along the Beja-Mateur 
road where the Germans have been 
making what one time appeared to 
be a very dangerous rear thrust, 

Yesterday, they again threw a 
dawn attack along the road but 
were knocked back with the loss 
of 25 prisoners. In the afternoon, 
the British started an attack from 
the south, pointed at the flank 
of the German forces operating 
on the Beja-Mateur road. The re 
sults of this attack are not known. 

Importance of Advance. 

The German advance . toward 
Sedjenane is very undesirable 
from our point of view. For three 
long months, we have fought hard 
to hold the territory between Sed- 
jenane and Douana Station, some 
miles to the east, and twice we 
made expensive sorties against the

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DOUBTS ALLIED SHIPPING 
CAN GROW FAST ENOUGH IN ’43 


Head of British Mission Says 
Transport Facilities Will Limit 
Scale of War on Axis. 
WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—Sir Arthur Salter, head of the 
British merchant shipping mission 
here, said yesterday that even 
with the great growth of Amer- 
ican shipbuilding, the available 
transport facilities would limit the 
scale of operations against the 

enemy this year. 

Although the United Nations are 
gaining more tonnage, particularly 
from American shipyards, than 
they are losing from Axis subma- 
rine sinkings, he said they are not 
getting enough to “bring armed 
strength to bear on the enemy as 
fast as we could.” 

Whether the United States can 
bring about the increase in ship- 
building needed, he said, “is very 
much a matter of the amount of 
steel available.”

These furnished a clew to what 
happened when heavy sea power 
was met by overwhelming air 
power. 

While American B-17s, B-25s and 
A-20s sent .a rain of bombs from 
every conceivable angle and alti- 
tude on the remainder of a dis- 
ordered Japanese eonvoy of 22 
ships yesterday a bitter battle was 
fought simultaneously in the skies 
above a sea alive with white foun- 
tains of alighting bombs and 
smoke-and flame-stricken Japanese 
transports, cruisers and destroyers. 

Field Day for Allied Planes. 

The enemy commander did his 
best to provide his convoy with 
an adequate air umbrella and as 
many as 25 Zeros were seen en- 
gaged in a battle with bombers 
over the water, while others strove 
to protect their refueling toehold 
at Lae. But the Fortresses alone 
shot down 17 Zeros in the morning 
and eight in the afternoon, posi- 
tively, while above them P-38s 
struggled with more high-altitude 
Zeros, bringing down positively 15 
Zeros, with probables too numerous 
to count, : 

Our losses consisted of one 
Fortress and three fighters. Even- 
the P-40s were able to trap nine 
Zeros over Lae airdrome and in 
an hour-long fight downed four 
positively confirmed and probably 
several more. 

The battle yesterday was of 
such dimensions that it will be at 
least three days before total Jap- 
anese losses can be computed. 
What is given in this account is 
chiefly derived from direct inter- 
view with the pilots themselves. 
It :s incomplete but positive. 

Japanese Leap Into Sea. 

The Japanese were so bewildered 
by the simultaneous oblique level- 
bombing and medium-altitude 
bombing, with missiles ranging 
from 500 to 1000 pounds, that many 
leaped into the sea rather than 
be minced by the terrible strafing 
attack by Australian Beaufighters 
across their flaming and exploding 
decks which immediately followed. 

Japan exhibited the same dog- 
gedness and unwillingness to un- 
derstand the meaning of Tuesday’s 
loss of seven ships. It risked all 
and as a result its fighters have 
been depleted in the last two days 
by at least three squadrons, while 
about 22 ships, ranging from 500 
tons to 10,000 or 12,000 tons, with 
the average about 5000, now lie 
burned to the waterline and awash 
or vanished. 

Japan still holds Lae and Sala- 
maua but no longer can claim con- 
trol of Huon Gulf.

LONDON, March 4 (AP).—Unit- 
ed States Flying Fortresses bombed 
docks and warehouses of Rotter- 
dam and freight yards at the Ger- 
man city of Hamm by daylight to- 
day following a heavy R. A. F, at- 
tack last night on Hamburg in the 


round-the-clock air offensive, now 
in its ninth day. 

Little fighter opposition was en- 
countered at Rotterdam and all the 
Fortresses returned, 

The flight which raided Hamm 
likewise met no opposition over the 
city, where many direct hits were 
scored on the tangle of railway 
lines, but on the return of the 700- 
mile round trip the bombers ran 
into strong fighter opposition. 

Five Fortresses were lost, but at 
least 14 Nazi planes were de- 
stroyed., 

This was the first American 
raid on Hamm, a six-way junction 
point for the German rail network. 
The German city, however, has 
been the target of 84 R. A. F. 
assaults, all but two of them dur- 
ing the dark days between June 
and November, 1940, when the in- 
vasion threat hung over Britain. 

The Rotterdam raid was the 
third by the United States flyers 
and the eighty-fifth Allied blow of 
the war there. 

The Berlin radio broadcast a re- 
port by DNB that seven multi- 
engined American bombers had 
been shot down during the morn- 
ing over Western Germany. 

Attack on Hamburg. 

The Allied blows were disclosed 
in the wake of two Nazi night 
raids upon London. Ten British 
bombers failed to return from the 
assault on Hamburg and associat-

BRITISH SUBMARINES SINK

AMERICAN UNITS 
NEAR FAID PASS

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 4 (AP). 
—United States patrols were in 
contact with the Germans today 
three miles from Faid Pass, the 
jumping-off point for Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s abortive Febru- 
ary offensiye, and his surviving 
armored units were reported mass- 
ing in the Mareth line area to the 
south against the mounting threat 
from the British Eighth Army. 
Allied airmen turned their 
bombers against transport and 
fortifications of the Mareth line 
area in an offensive which also 
embraced attacks upon six Tunis- 
lan airdromes of the Axis. 

Disclosure that American patrols 
were back before Faid Pass,_ in- 
dicating that Rommel was sur- 
rendering all his gains at the 
center in the interest of security 
to the south, followed an an- 
nouncement that the nearby town 
of Sidi Bouzid had been re-entered 
by United States forces without 
opposition. 

Reconnaissance patrols moved 
slowly toward Faid Pass to avoid 
the many minefields left behind by 
the Germans, who were believed 
to be reconcentrating to meet an 
expected blow by the Eighth Army 
from the south. 

Allied Patrols Near Gafsa. 

Similar patrols penetrated to 
within a few miles of Gafsa, for- 
mer American base 85 miles south- 
west of Faid Pass on the second- 
ary frail line that loops inland 
from coastal terminals at Mahares 
and Sousse. 

(An Algiers radio broadcast re- 
corded by the Associated Press in 
London said British forces had 
cleared an enemy infiltration ma- 
neuver and destroyed 10 Axis 
tanks within the 15-mile sector be- 
tween Goubellat and Bou Arada 
and knocked out 30 of a total of 
170 tanks employed by the enemy 
in the Beja sector to the north- 
west.) 

Reports of the movement of Al- 
lied advance forces indicated they 
already had re-occupied more than 
half of the cactus-studded terrain 
seized by the Germans.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—Production of war equipment by 
American industry in January this 
year was three and one-half times 
the rate for January, 1942, Under 
Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson reported today. 


Approximately 5000 airplanes 
were produced, of which more than 
65 per cent were combat types, 
and’ upwards of 70,000 bombs of 
1000-pound size or larger were de- 
livered to the Army, Patterson told 
a press conference, 

Although somewhat below De- 
cember because of year-end ad- 
justments, January production 
nevertheless was in line with the 
production trend, which has been 
climbing at an average rate of 
nearly $100,000,000 a month for a 
year. 

Many new or recently modified 
items are just entering mass pro- 
duction, the Under Secretary re- 
ported, citing as an example a new 
carbine, of which more than 58,- 
000 were produced in January. 

Other figures cited by Patterson 
in the January munitions output 
were 80,000 Garand rifles, 27,000 
.50-caliber aircraft machine guns, 
7000 \20mm aircraft cannon, 68,000 
sub-machine guns, and 37,000,000 
square feet of metal landing mats. 


MILITARY TRIBUNAL ACQUITS 
BRAZILIAN AIRLINE PRESIDENT 


RIO DE JANEIRO, March 4 
(AP).—Cauby Da Costa Araujo, 
president of Panair Do Brasil, an 


affiliate of Pan American Airways, 
was acquitted by a Federal mili- 
tary tribunal today of charges of 
“a crime against ‘the national se- 
curity.” 

With four others he had been 
accused of conspiring to buy Bra- 
zilian military secrets, and the 
military prosecutor asked for the 
death penalty for all five. The 
other four were convicted and sen- 
tenced to 20 years each in prison.

ALGERIAN ECONOMIC COUNCIL 
ASKS FOR MORE ALLIED GRAIN 


ALGIERS, March 4 (AP).—The 
Algerian Economic Council, point- 
ing to a shortage of cereals due to 
the stripping of North Africa by 
the Axis, appealed today to Gen. 
Henri Giraud to ask the United 
States and Britain to increase ship- 
ments until the new crop could be 
harvested. 

The council also asked for in- 
creased shipments of fuel and fats. 


Enemy’s Plans for Com- 
ing Campaigns in Pa- 
cific Disrupted, Says 
Under Secretary of War 
Patterson. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—Japanese plans “for the coming 
campaigns in the South Pacific” 
have been disrupted by thé smash- 
ing of their 22-ship convoy in the 
Bismarck Sea by Gen. MacArthur’s 


air forces, Under Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson said today. 

Patterson told reporters that in 
the past week news from all fronts 
had continued to be good. He said 
developments in Tunisia were fa- 
vorable with the Axis thrust in 
Central Tunisia repelled and the 
German command evidently con- 
cerned over the vigor of Allied 
counterattacks. 

The estimate of losses in recent 
North Africa figsting is incom- 
plete, Patterson said, but “there 
is no doubt that we have made 
the enemy pay heavily.” 

In connection with the raids 
from Briatin on the Continent, he 
said the heavy attacks on the sub- 
marine bases at St. Nazaire, Brest 
and Wilhelsmhaven should not be 
overlooked. No immediate de- 
crease in German submarine activ- 
ity can be expected, he asserted, 
but in the next few months the ef- 
fect of these raidg should become 
quite obvious, if they are continued. 

Cautious as to Battle. 

Other military officials were slow 
to speculate on the probable long- 
range effect of the convoy battle. 

Without minimizing the impor- 
tance of the aerial blow which 
sank or disabled 22 ships, wiped 
out 15,000 soldiers aboard and shot 
down 55 protecting planes, they 
still wanted to know such details 
as what type of warships were de- 
gstroyed before trying to reckon 
the significance on future strategy. 

It seemed clear, however, that 
the battle—possibly the biggest vic- 
tory of land-based bombers over 
surface ships—had at least tempo- 
rarily removed any threat of im- 
mediate attack on Australia, 
stressed the importance of the cir- 
cular “Southern front” being set 
up in far Pacific seas, and dem- 
onstrated anew the dual impor- 
tance of holding Guadalcanal, the 
right flank of that new front. 
Comparison With Other Battles. 

The triumph was comparable to 
the mid-November Solomons sea 
battle which cost the Japanese 
some 30,000 to 50,000 men and 38 
ships, and broke the back of their 
drive to regain Guadalcanal. The 
parallel brought predictions that 
the enemy’s New Guinea grip now 
soon might slip. 

In the battle of the Coral Sea, 
also an air and sea action, the 
Japanese Navy lost.11 ships sunk 
and 12 damaged.

AS MANY JAPS KILLED 


IN TWO DAYS BY PLANES

EMBASSY DEFENDS 
EXECUTION OF TWO 
POLES BY RUSSIA 


Men Convicted of Appeal- 
ing to Red Army Not 
to Fight Germans, 


Statement Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—Answering accusations that the 
Russian government had commit- 
ted a “bloody crime” by executing 
two Polish labor leaders, the Soviet 
Embassy said last night that the 
two men, Henryk Erlich and Vie 
tor Alter, had been convicted as 
Spies and subversive agents. 

The two were convicted last De- 
cember by a military court of ap- 
pealing to Red Army troops not 
to fight the Germans, the Embassy 
said in commenting on a charge 
by the American Representation of 
the General Jewish Workers’ Union 
of Poland that “the good names 
of these well-known anti-Fascists 
and Socialists were besmirched 


with the shameless accusation of 
complicity with Hitler Germany. 

Maxim Litvinoff, the Soviet Am- 
bassador, on Feb. 23 informed 
American Federation .of Labor 
President William Green of the 
executions, the Embassy said, ex- 
plaining that Green and other 
American labor leaders had sought 
release of the two men. 

In an advertisement in a New 
York newspaper, the Jewish Work- 
ers’ Union described Erlich and 
Alter as “prominent leaders of the 
Jewish labor movement of Poland 
who were the inspiration of the 
Jewish underground movement of 
Poland, our beloved friends and 
comrades.”

ment Co., State Income Tax Direc- 
tor A. T. Broughton announced 
yesterday that the State income 
tax returns of Public Loan would 
be investigated to determine 
whether the firm had obtained de- 
ductions for interest paid at ex- 
cessive rates. 

The fact that Public Loan has 
been paying American Investment 
8 and 12 per cent a year for money, 
which it used in its small-loan 
business to lend to the public at 
interest rates of 2% and 3 per cent 
a month, or 30 to 36 per cent a 
year, was brought out yesterday 
by the Special House Committee 
investigating the operations of 
small-loan companies. 

The committee, in its examina- 
tion of the annual financial re- 
ports of Public Loan on file with 
the State Department of Finance, 
found that the firm paid 6 per 
cent on borrowed capital in 1936; 
8 per cent in 1937; 12 per cent in 
1938 and 1939, and & per cent in 
1941. The report for 1940 did not 
disclose the rate of interest paid 
on money it used in its business. 

The amount of interest paid by 
Public Loan at a rate of 12 per 
cent was shown in the reports to 
be $152,297 in 1938 and $191,982 in 
1939. In 1940 the firm paid $198,- 
760 in interest at an undisclosed 
rate. 

Inquiry to Cover 3 Years. 

Broughton said he would order 
an investigation of Public Loan’s 
State income tax returns for 1938 
and 1939, the years it paid its par- 
ent concern 12 per cent. interest, 
and for 1940, the year it paid a 
large sum interest at an unknown 
rate. 

He said he was proceeding on 
the assumption that any deduc- 
tions for interest paid at a rate of 
more than 8 per cent a year, the 
legal iimit in Missouri unless 
otherwise specifically provided by 
law, were excessive. If it is found 
that Public Loan obtained deduc- 
tions for such excessive interest 
charges, steps would be taken to 
make an additional tax assess- 
ment against the firm, he said. 

Broughton, who is in the State 

Auditor’s office, said it was his 
opinion that no deductions should 
be permitted for interest payments 
above 8 per cent, especially when 
the funds are obtained from a 
holding company. He pointed out 
that Public Loan could have ob- 
tained the money for a substan- 
tially lower rate in the open 
market. 
’ R#Vvhen the 8 and 12 per cent in- 
terest payments by Public Loan 
were brought out at the investigat- 
ing committee hearing, Represent- 
ative Raymond J. Lahey of St. 
Louis, who started the fight to 
lower interest rates on small 
loans, asked State Finance Com- 
missioner D. R. Harrison to ex- 
plain why Public Loan paid so 
much for its borrowed capital 
when other small loan firms were 
able to get it much cheaper.

It was pointed out that Harri- 
son’s annual report on small loan 
companies for 1941 contained a 
preface in which it was stated that 
loans of $100 or less had increased 
from 55,240 in 1938 to 95,159 in 
1940, following the enactment of 
the 1939 law increasing the inter- 
est rate on loans up to $100 from 
2% to 3 per cent a month, 

These figures were cited by Har- 
rison as an example of the effec- 
tiveness of the 1939 law in driving 
salary buyers and 240 per cent loan 
sharks out of the State. 

However, Lahey showed that all 
small loans up to $300 had in- 
creased from 134,064 in 1938 to 217,- 
170 in 1941. The figures showed 
that loans of $100 or less consti- 
tuted 412 per cent of all small 
loans in 1938, and 43.8 per cent in 
1941. The increase in the lower 
bracket loans was 2.6 per cent 
after passage of the 1939 law, and 
now 72 per cent as Harrison’s pre- 
sentation indicated.

Kirby said after the meeting that 
he thought it was a “useful” ses- 
sion in that some difficulties were 
cleared up, but expressed the opin- 
ion that many of those in attend- 
ance still did not understand that 
the plan was merely a technical 
list of symbols to make possible 
simplified fiscal and accounting 
procedures. 

Again and again during the 
meeting, he told employes protest- 
ing against the titles assigned 
them that they might retain the 
titles under which their jobs were 
now known within their depart- 
ments and in dealings with the 
public, but’ continued protests 
throughout the evening made it 
evident those protesting were not 
convinced. 

Many Ask for Changes. 

Many who spoke asked the com- 
mission to place them in a class 
higher than that to which they 
have been assigned, citing *respon- 
sibilities of their jobs. Kirby asked 
each to go over his work in detail 
with Scearce and appeal to the 
commission if satisfaction were 
not obtained. 

The procedures followed by the 
Public \ Administration Service, 
non-profit Chicago agency which 
did most of the groundwork in 
preparing. the plan, came in for 
criticism from several persons. 

William Frazier general repre- 
sentative of the AFL Federation of

BRITISH KING WORKS 
IN ORDNANCE PLANT, 
MAKES GUN PARTS 


Dons Overalls Two Nights a 
Week, but Accepts No 
Pay for Job. 


LONDON, March 4 (AP).—King 
George VI of England, who was a 
midshipman in the British Navy 
at Jutland during the first World 
War, is turning out precision parts 
for Royal Air Force guns two 
nights a week in a British factory. 
He accepts no pay and has never 
been late. 

He qualified for the task with a 
week’s apprenticeship and now 
dons overalls from 6 to 8:30 p, m. 
on work nights. 

“He is clever with his hands and 
the use of precision tools,” his 
foreman is quoted as saying in a 
story in the Daily Mail. When the 
Queen and the Princesses Eliza- 
beth and Margaret came to watch 
the King at work one night he was 
able to answer all their questions, 
it was added. 

Other members of the royal staff 
have been doing similar work and 
it was on a visit to the factory to 
watch them that the King’s inter- 
est was aroused and he asked for 
a job. He was told he would need 
training. 

“IT rather fancy I might be pretty 
good at the job. I think I'll start 
at once,” he said. Off came his 
coat, on went a pair of overalls, 
and he took his first training in 
a lesson that continued for an 
hour.

WLB GRANTS LIMITED WAGE 


INCREASE IN 


PLANE PLANTS 


Allows Boosts to 30,000 Seattle Workers and 
for 110,000 in California—Decision 
Stirs Sharp Protests. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—The War Labor Board granted 
pay increases last night to West 
Coast aircraft workers after an 
eight-month effort to _ stabilize 
wages in the industry. The deci- 
sion drew sharp criticism from 
minority members of the board 
and protests from unions in the 
plants that produce the bulk of the 
nation’s weapons for aerial war- 


fare. 
The board, in its decision, reject- 


ed a general increase that would 
put wages in the airplane plants 
on the same level as those in ship- 
yards, or 95 cents an hour as basic 
rate, 

The board, throug& majority ac- 
tion of four employer and three 
public members, granted: 

A 4%-cent hourly general in- 
crease to 30,000 Boeing Flying For- 
tress workers at Seattle. 

An average increase of 7% cents 
an hour to 110,000—about half— 
of the workers in eight California 
airframe plants. 

Bonuses in war bonds or cash to 
all workers who remained on the 
payroll since last July 6, in lieu 
of making the increases retroac- 
tive which would entail voluminous 
accounting. Boeing workers will 
get $78.75 and California workers 
$64.75. Those who started work 
since July will receive adjusted 
bonuses. 

These concessions, after the 
workers had been offered higher 
pay increases by the companies as 
far back as last summer but had 
consented to review by the board, 
were described as an effort to 
“freeze” rather than stabilize pay 
by the four labor members and 
Wayne L. Morse, dean of the Ore- 
gon School of Law and Public 
member, who wrote protesting 
opinions. 

“Bungling,” Says Morse. 

Morse termed it “stabilization 
bungling” and said the board 
should have followed recommenda- 
tions of Paul R. Porter, its special 
representative who held a confer- 
ence on the coast last October. 
Porter proposed a minimum five- 
cent general increase in Califor- 
nia plants and seven cents in Boe- 
ing factories, 

The labor members, George 
Meany, John Brophy, Fred Hewitt 
and Delmond Garst, said a flat 10- 
cent increase was justifiable. 

Defending the order, Chairman 
William H. Davis said, “If the 
value of the worker’s dollar is to 
be maintained, this board must 
stand firmly upon the national 
wage stabilization policy.” 

The labor members contended 
the board’s figures on pay in- 
creases which went to the workers 
since Jan, 1, 1941, were “mathe- 
matical fantasy” and “a piece of 
legerdemain which has no rela- 
tion to any demonstrable facts.” 

“No group of workers has been 
promised so much, s. often, and 
finally given so little as the West 
Coast aircraft workers,” they said. 

Declaring they took exception to 
conferences of several members 
with Economic Director James F. 
Byrnes, they said “We cannot es- 
cape the conviction that these con- 
ferences have affected the final 
decision, and it is our opinion that

“If it should come to pass that 
any group of workers should exer- 
Cise such bad judgment as to stop 
work in protest of the Majority 
decision, this -writer will insist, as 
he always has when he has been 
in the majority and others in the 
minority, that the War Labor 
Board must stand as a united, 
unanimous body against any defi- 
ance of its decisions by any labor 
or employer group... .” 

Morse said the minority “have 
reached the conclusion that before 
the board proceeds to handle other 
major cases affecting industry-wide 
wage problems, it should re-exam- 
ine its wage policies in an endeavor 
to arrive at much clearer and 
more specific definitions of its 
wage-determining criteria so that 
it Can once more present a united 
front on the problem.” 


~ Union Leaders’ Comment. 


At Seattle, Harold Gibson resi- 
dent of the AFL Aerenautiont Me. 
chanics’ Union, charged the board 
with inconsistency and said the 
4%-cent increase in beginners’ pay 
fell far short of the 15 per cent 
formula of the “Little Stee!” case, 
based on cost of living. The union 
had asked for a 95-cent starting 
rate, The board fixed it at 67 
cents.

Charles said no word of Steven- 
son’s announceemnt had been re 
ceived there. The manager of the 
plant, J. W. Lawler, was not avail- 


able for comment. 

Stevenson, in making known the 
decision e*fecting the St. Charles 
plant, where assembling of 12%-ton 
tanks was begun in June, 1941, an- 
nounced a curtailment of employ- 
ment at the company’s Berwick 
(Pa.) plant because “there has been 
a recent change in the tank-build- 
ing program.” He added, “We do 
not know the causes of these 
changes in schedule. This is a 
matter worked out entirely by the 
War and Ordnance Departments.” 

At St. Louis Ordnance District 
headquarters it was asserted today 
that the car company’s action was 
not prompted by any order or rul- 
ing of the Ordnance Department. 
The schedule of tank production 
was reduced several months ago, in 
an effort to restore the balance of 
steel allocation, but aside from 
that action, it was stated at the 
ordnance office, nothing has been 
done to influence the company. 
Col. Merle H. Davis, commanding 
officer of the Ordnance District, 
said that, if the St. Charles plant 
wished to discontinue making 
tanks, other war production uses 
could be found for its equipment 
and employes. 

The cost of each tank assembled 
at St. Charles approximated $16,- 
000. The vehicles were powered 
with Diesel engines and became a 
familiar sight as they were tested 
on St. Charles County roads.

Boards probably qill be inducting 
fathers by early summer, these 
officials predicted.) 

“The recent non-deferrable order 
primarily indicated which men 
with families will have to be in- 
ducted first when men with fami- 
lies are called,” McNutt explained. 


Order of Draft Call. 


In reclassifying men with de- 
pendents into 1-A, the boards will 
follow this procedure, McNutt said: 

First, the supply of single men 
who are without dependents and 
who are not deferred as necessary 
in their occupations will be ex- 
hausted in a local board area. 

Then the local board will review 
the classifications of the 3A or 
3-B registrants to determine which 
should be reclassified 1-A and 
which should be further deferred 
for occupational reasons or be- 
cause induction would cause undue 
hardship on dependents. 


The order in which registrants 
are called (and the order in which 
the 3A and 3B registrants will 
come up for review and -reclassi- 
fication) is listed as follows in se- 
lective service regulations: 

1. Single men with no depend- 
ents (1-A); 

2. Single men who do not con- 
tribute to the war effort but who. 
have dependents (3-A);

«Rear Admiral Emory S. 
chairman of the Maritime ra 
mission, testified today that “ille- 
gitimate absenteeism” among ship- 
yard workers was costing an esti- 


mated 100 Liberty ships annually. 

Land indorsed legislation de- 
signed to curb absenteeism by re- 
quiring shipyard foremen to report 
to local draft boards the names of 
workers absent without sufficient 
cause, with a view to possible in- 
duction into the armed forces. 

His estimate that 100 cargo ves- 
sels could be built in the time un- 
necessarily lost during a year was 
based, Land told the House Naval 
Committee, on a survey made dur- 
ing November and December of 
1942 and January of this year. 

Man-hours lost in each of three | 
weeks surveyed, he said, ranged 
from 2,372,000 in the week ended 
Nov. 15, and 2,373,000 for the week 
ended Dec. 15, to 2,389,000 for the 
week ended Jan. 15. 

Of the total time lost, Land said, 
64 per cent was “unexplained,” 
and “that means 100 Liberty ships 
per annum.” 

Emphasizing that his remarks 
were aimed mainly at absenteeism 
among ship workers of draft age, 
Land said “illegitimate absentee- 
ism is a first cousin to slacker- 
ism.” 

“A work-or-fight order will help 
materially,” he added. 

Land said responsible labor lead- 
ers had given “considerable co- 
operation” in curtailing unneces- 
sary absenteeism.

average of only about 1% pounds 
of meat weekly under rationing. 

The Department of Agriculture 
said several weeks ago that, if its 
production goals were achieved, 
the total 1943 supply of meats, in- 
cluding pork, beef, veal, lamb and 
mutton, would be 26,495,000,000 
pounds, dressed weight. This esti- 
mate included imports and re 
serves. 

On this basis, it said civilians 
would have a per capita supply of 
about 2% pounds a week. 

The department tentatively ear- 
marked 9,130,000,000 pounds for 
military and lend-lease require- 
ments—for both current needs and 
emergency reserves — leaving -17,- 
364,000,000 pounds for civilians. 

Assuming a rationing allowance

Thus 8,964,000,000 pounds of the 
estimated civilian supply would be 
unaccounted for under rationing. 
Assuming that weekly civilian con- 
sumption averaged 2% pounds dur- 
ing the first 12 weeks of the year, 
the total consumed during the un- 
rationed period would be 3,600,000,- 
000 pounds. Some civilians un- 
doubtedly have consumed more 
than 2% pounds while many others 
have not been able to get anything 
like that amount, 

The total consumed during the 
unrationed and rationed periods 
would be 12 billion pounds or 5,364,- 


000,000 less than the estimated 
civilian supply. It can be assumed 
that about two billion pounds has 
been and will be made available 
for hotels, restaurants, cafes and 
other eating places in addition to 
the rationed supplies. 

Thus, 3,364,000,000 pounds are 
still unaccounted for.

So Former Hand Testifies in 
East Side Draft Evasion 
Trial. 


The unconventional farming 
methods of Lester Grigsby Jr., 26 
years old, who claimed exemption 
from the Army on the basis that 
his services were needed on his 
farm near Edwardsville, were re- 
lated this morning by three wit- 
nesses in United States District 
Court in East St. Louis, where 
Grigsby and his father are being 
tried for conspiracy to evade the 
Selective Service Act. 

Fred Henke, a 79-year-old farmer 
who formely worked for the 
Grigsbys, testified he once saw 
young Grigsby attempt to cut 
weeds in the orchard with a mow- 
ing machine, and that he mowed 
down two apple trees and a cedar 
tree. 

On another occasion, Henke went 
on, Grigsby hung a gate on a hill- 
side so that the gate swung up- 
hill. Grigsby was forced to dig a 
hole in the side of the hill so that 
the gate could open. While putting 
up a fence, Henke said, Grigsby 
had to ask which way the threads 
of a metal fence post were in- 
tended to screw.

Ace Gets His Ninth Zero. 

The P-38 fighters which downed 
Zeros in combat included New 
Guinea's leading ace, Capt. Tommy 
Lynch of Pittsburgh, who got his 
ninth; Maj. George Prentice of 
Cleveland, who got his second; 
Lieut. Curran Jones of Columbia, 
S. C., who got his fourth; Lieut. 
Charles Sullivan of Eureka, [IIl., 
who got his third; Lieut. Stanley 
Andrews of St. Petersburg, Fla., 
who counted his fourth; Lieut. 
John Lane of Bakers Field, who 
got his fourth, and Lieut. Paul 
Stanch of Rennemede, N. J., who 
got his first two. 

Stanch told the writer: 

“We met 30 Zeros at 18,000 feet 
and because my motors were act- 
ing up and I knew I could climb 
no higher, I attacked. I saw Pren- 
tice fighting a Zero while another 
crept around behind him. I at- 
tacked this and got in a fine short 
burst when he turned in front of 
me, followed him down to 8000 
and watched him splash into the 
sea. I saw three of our bombers 
attacking and four other ships 
beyond them which turned out to 
be Zeros. The Zero was shadowed 
by our bombers and failed to see 
me on his tail. I gave him a two- 
second burst and he burst into 
flames. 

“As he fell into the water, I saw 
a cruiser lying on her side nearby 
with terrible explosions coming 
out and one big black smoke 
bubble rising all red with flame 
inside.”

HE trip to Kharkov for us was a fascinating, skimming flight 
along the route of the Red Army advance where the savage 
steppe warfare had left a trail of smashed equipment and

In the last stages of our journey, two Soviet fighters weaved

they raced past in dipping, salute and returned to their base.

said it was not unlike the ruins of Stalingrad. 


At a great drome, still farther 
south, we landed to check the 
route. Signs of Nazi occupation 
were still apparent. An Italian 
fighter with its red, white and 
green tail markings was easily 
distinguishable among its red- 
starred neighbors, while a black 
Nazi bomber with a white cross 
shared the hangar apron with 
Stormoviks. 

The flight provided an excellent 
picture of the type of fighting 
characterizing the Red Army of- 
fensive in the vast Ukrainian 
steppes. It is unlike anything any- 
where else in the world. The last- 
war concept of fixed lines and 
heavy fortification is only ap- 
plicable where natural barriers 
such as the Donets River are 
usable. 

In the ‘reaches between, it is a 
gavage struggle for railroad sta- 
tions and villages, a deadly race 
for road junctions, swift thrusts 
along sheltering ravines, and sud- 
den explosive encounters. Each 
time there are unmistakable monu- 
ments—smashed homes on village 
outskirts, overturned trucks, 
burned cars on railroad sidings 
near stations only recognizable 
from the foundation plans, rusting, 
crippled tanks where shells had 
brought them to a jarring hat as 
they emerged from a gully to a 
plain or sought to defend a vital 
bridge from the flanks. 


Crack Nazi Units Beaten. 


No large tank battles occurred 
in this entire area, according to 
Maj. Gen. Georgi Zaitsev, com- 
manding the guards unit which 
fought along this railroad through 
Chuguev into Kharkov from the 
east. The Nazi units they met and 
defeated were picked S. 8S. divisions 
with tanks and artillery attached. 
The tanks operated in groups 
from 18 to 20, Zaitsev said, esti- 
mating that 150 tanks in all par- 
ticipated in the defense of Khar- 
kov. 

Similarly, Nazi aviation did not 
operate in great armadas, he said, 
but rather in mixed groups of 
fighters and bombers numbering 
10 or 12 in all. 

Near Chuguev, we skimmed over 
a factory of which only a tall 
spindly smokestack remained, and 
passed a river crossing where 
three steel bridge spans dropped 
from their piers into the water. 
All along the Nazis had blown up 
every bridge in their retreat, but 
local inhabitants in several places 
could be seen replacing timbers 
and preparing the way for restor- 
ing rail communieation.

Concen- 
trated fighting occurred for this 
valuable spot. Its surrounding 
buildings, which only recently 
housed Nazi personnel, now are 
empty and roofless shells, while 
the last sight one sees as the lorry 
rolls away from the airport height 
is a swastika-marked bombed wing 
silhouetted at a crazy angle 
against the sky. 


Conglomerate Meal. 

A Red Army Colonel, who first 
landed at the airport after its re- 
capture, entertained the ‘corre- 
spondents in his small headquar- 
ters which was formerly a work- 
er’s home. Dinner was a series of 
anomalies made possible by the 
Nazis’ abandoned stores, 

I have never had a poor meal 
with the Red Army, but this was 
cerainly one of the strangest. We 
had Causasian ‘emons which the 
Nazis had looted during their sum- 
mer offensive, only to lose them 
here, German red wine from ca$ks 
was served in emptied French 
champagne bottles whose labels 
still bore the stamp, “Reserved for 
the German Army.” 

Our cigarettes were German sol- 
diers’ rations, from Bulgarian to- 
bacco. Hundred-gram chocolate 
bars—inferior actually to the So- 
viet product—were manufactured 
in Vienna. The sardines were Por- 
tuguese. 

We rode into Kharkov in open 
trucks through a cold, clear night 
that covered much of the city’s 
wounds, although in the dimmed 
headlights or against the sky we 
could see ample trace of che fight- 
ing. Once wé detoured around a 
helpless tank that almost barred 
the road. At another place we 
clattered across a plank bridge re- 
placing a broken concrete struc- 
ture. 

“Fritz,” said an accompanying 
Captain at one place, pointing to 
snow-covered forms clustered 
where they had fallen around the 
walls of a stone house. 


Strict Military Guard. 

Kharkov still has 8 o’clock cur- 
few and military patrols. We were 
halted at one crossing by a guard 
who well typifies the spirit of 
watchfulness and toughness that is 
contributing to the Red Army’s 
success. When the Captain began 
this explanation, the guard replied 
with politeness but with a firm- 
ness leaving not the slightest room 
for doubt. 

“Don’t give me words, give me 
documents,” he said.

Army Is Taking 
Lessons From 
Tunisia Errors 


Mistakes in Combat 
Corrected in Train- 
ing to Reduce Fu- 
ture Losses. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
HE mistakes made by Ameri- 
io troops in Tunisia already 
are being translated into les- 
sons for the training field, Lieut. 
Gen. Lesley J. McNair reported 
yesterday. The aim, said the 
commanding general of the Army 
ground forces, is to create “a 
more nearly mistake-proof army 
for combat abroad. 

Among specific lessons learned 
the hard way in Tunisia, Gen, Mc- 
Nair listed these: 

Prompt digging of fox holes is 
essential—some troops in Tunisia 
failed to dig in quickly. 

Proper use of cover and conceal- 
ment needs to be _ stressed—in 
Tunisia, some of the men “did not 
take ful] advantage of existing cov- 
er or improvise camouflage speed- 
ily when it was needed.” 

A likely-looking souvenir is more 
than likely to be a “boobie trap.” 

Only dispersion of troops can re- 
duce effect of enemy bombing. 

Other lessons brought back by 
observers, said a’ memorandum to 
all units of Gen. McNair’s com- 
mand, concern motor transport in 
route reconnaissance—truck col- 
umns moved in daylight when they 
could have moved at night and 
failure to make a proper recon- 
naissance of the route resulted in 
some unnecessary loss of motor 
equipment. 

Balancing these mistakes, Gen. 
McNair found “encouraging re- 
ports of the leadership shown by 
commanders and the _ personal 
bravery of officers and non-com- 
missioned officers.” 


Admiral King Praises Red Cross. 
WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—Admiral Ernest J. King, com- 


mander-in-chief of the United 
States Fleet, urging support of the 
Red Cross war fund drive, praised 
the Red Cross today for providing 
those “intangibles which give a 
man a fighting heart and support 
his fighting spirit.”

He 
picked out a point close to the 
expected battle area and said that 
would be a good place for me to 
watch from. 

The only danger, he said, would 
be one of being encircled and cut 
off if the battle should go against 
us. 

“But it won't,” he said, “for we 
are going to kick hell out of them 
today and we've got the stuff to 
do it with.” 

Unfortunately, we didn’t kick 
hell out of them. In fact, the boot 
was on the other foot. 

I spent the forenoon in the new- 
ly selected, badly shattered for- 
ward command post. All morning I 
tried to get up where the tanks 
were but there was no transporta- 
tion left around the post and their 
communications were cut off at 
noontime. 


Nazis Blasting Crossroads. 

We sat on the ground and ate 
some British crackers with jam 
and drank some hot tea. The day 
was bright and mellow. Shortly 
after lunch a young Lieutenant 
dug up a spare jeep and said he’d 
take me on up to the front. 

We drove a couple of miles east 
along a highway to a crossroads 
which was the very center of our 
troops’ bivouacks. German air- 
men had been after this cross- 
roads all morning. They had hit 
it again just a few minutes before 
we got there. In the road was a 


a tank was off to one side, burn- 
ing. 

The roads at that point were 
high and we could see a long way. 
In every direction was a huge 
semi-irrigated desert valley. It 
looked very much like the valley 
at Phoenix, Ariz.—no trees but 
patches of wild growth, shoulder- 
high cactus of the prickly pear 
variety.

BIG PROBLEM FOR ROOSEVELT 
LEFT BEHIND BY MME. CHIANG 


Quarrel Over Air Command, With Reftsal to 
Provide Spare Parts for Transport Planes, 
Delays Aid to China, She Told President.

WASHINGTON, March 4. 


OW that the applause and the congratulations evoked by Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek’s visit here have died away, President Roosevelt 
and his military advisers are faced with the necessity of working 


out the very tough problem that the brilliant wife of China's Generalis- 


simo left behind. 


That is how to put an end to the 
quarrel over air command in the 
China-Burma-India theater that 
has prevented the Air Transport 
Command and the Chinese Na- 
tional Airways from flying into 
besieged China the military sup- 
plies which transport planes now 
in that theater have the capacity 
to carry. 

Essentially the quarrel is over 
allocation of spare parts. In com- 
mand of air in the area for Lieut. 
Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell is Brig- 
Gen, Clayton L. Bissell. Accord- 
ing to the story which Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek told here, Gen. 
Bissell has refused lend-lease spare 
parts to Air Transport Command 
planes and to the Douglas DC-3s 
operated by Chinese National. The 
latter is owned 55 per cent by the 
Chinese and 45 per cent by Pan 
American Airways. 

This refusal has so gravely han- 
dicapped the air transport system 
into China that only 25 to 30 per 
cent of what was once carried over 
the Burma Road is now flown in. 
If all the planes how in the area 
could be used to the fullest possible 
extent with the crews that are al- 
ready available, this amount could 
be increased td virtually what was 
trucked in before the Japanese 
closed the Burma road and sealed 
the Chinese away from the outside 
world. 

Mme. Chiang is reported: to have 
spoken frankly with the President 
and others on the plight of her 
country. How she was able to tell 
Robsevelt that he had exaggerated 
—to put it mildly—when he said 
the amount carried by air equaled 
that over the road is her own 
secret. But diplomat that she is, 
she undoubtedly made her point 
without using language that was 
too blunt. 


Recently her brother, T. V. 
Soong, China’s Minister of Finance, 
returned to Washington from 
Chungking and he has re-enforced 
her plea for fuller use of planes 
now in the field. Soong is said to 
be optimistic that action is finally 
to be approved here in Washing- 
ton. 

It might well necessitate trans- 
fer of Gen. Bissell, who seems to 
share Gen. Stilwell’s skepticism 
regarding the use of planes 
modern warfare. It is said to be at 
Gen. Bissell’s direction that Air 
Transport Command pilots are 
kept at a Chinese airfield in a 
low-lying area which is so un- 
healthful that the percentage of 
sickness is high. In contrast, Chi- 
nese National brings its pilots out 
every three to four weeks for a 
relief period in Calcutta, with the 
result that loss of flying time from 
illness is very low. 

According to the picture pre 
sentedby Mme. Chiang, there is a 
woeful lack of co-operation among 
the officers responsible for air op- 
erations in this theater. The re- 
sult is to reduce the trickle of aid 
to China almost to nothing. The 
number of flights made by avail- 
able planes could be greatly in- 
creased if the spare parts were at 
hand. 

Mme. Chiang’s visit has stirred 
considerable bickering now that 
the polite farewells are over. Per- 
sistent circles say that China is 
hoarding its man power looking to 
the day when it will be necessary 
to fight a civil war with the Chi- 
nese Communists, .- Defenders of 
the Generalissimo and his wife 
angrily deny this, insisting that 
American aid has been so slight 
as to make it impossible for the 
Chinese to take aggressive action 
against the invaders.

presence in Russia of large levies 
from Rumania, Hungary, Italy 
and other satellite states. Indeed, 
according to some estimates, about 
a third of the total Axis military 
force in Russia was made up of 
these satellite contingents.

As one radio 
commentator suggested, it would be a 
nice idea for some Congressman to draft 
a bill exempting all sons, brothers, sweet- 
hearts and husbands. They should also 
release from the Army and Navy all the 
thousands of reserve officers, specialists, 
doctors, dentists and conscientious vol- 
unteers—all of whom left comfortable, 
established families behind. 
' Unfortunately, a total war demands 
all-out participation and sacrifice, and a 
temporary shelving of a normal life. The 
side which-is the best equipped with the 
best troops will be the victor. 

To fill the draft quotas without call- 
ing fathers (many of whom are young 
and in splendid condition), it would be 
necessary to induct those not quite so 
physically or mentally fit and also those 
single men between 38 and 45. It is a 
known fact, shown in this country in 
training programs and maneuvers, that 
these men simply do not have the phys- 
ical endurance, stamina and adaptability 
of young men. They would hinder any 
engagement in the field by dropping out 
exhausted at the time when every man 
would be most vitally needed. 

In Russia, fathers of eight and 10 
children are fighting, perhaps helped by 
gome of those children, There can be 
no half-way measures in waging a vic- 
torious war. The Army cannot have one 
hand tied behind its back. 

Except for those who are truly skilled 
and honestly irreplaceable by older men 
in war work, the Army should be free 
to choose the men in the finest physical 
condition who will be most valuable to 
it in the successful prosecution of the 
war, regardless of the number of their 
dependents.

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WHAT ARE WE FIGHTING FOR? 


In the midst of global war, men and women 
everywhere are thinking about the world’s future 
with a seriousness and an intensity that never be- 
fore existed. The problem of creating a world 
permanently free from the ruin and sorrow and 
cruelty of war is a challerge to all. As Mrs. Edna 
Gellhorn said yesterday in her article in the “What 
Are We Fighting For?” series: 

The men who are fighting are thinking about 
the world after the war, and we who are not 
in uniform are thinking about the world after 
the war. Men and women are planning for that 
world. Commissions have been set up to draw 
blueprints of the world after the war. : 
Other groups of citizens are devoting themselves 
wholeheartedly to exploration of plans for the 
future world. The daily papers, the periodicals, 
bring to all who will read varying suggestions 
for a post-war world. There is a library of 
books on the subject that is fast approaching 
a “five-foot shelf.” 

All this thought and discussion is a wholesome 
sign. A quarter-century ago, the slogan was “A 
war to end war,” and it was assumed that the world- 
wide longing for peace would insure a permanent 
concord of nations. But, step by step, the world 
slipped back to war—the greatest war of all time. 
I¢ has now been learned by disillusioned millions 
that more than the masses’ universal desire for 
peace igs necessary to end war. What can be done 
to create a warless society, where justice and free- 
dom for all will prevail? 

This is the question under discussion by the con- 
tributors to the series now being published in the 
Post-Dispatch. President Roosevelt set a perfect 
keynote when he wrote of the series: “There cannot 
be too much discussion of this kind, and there could 
not be a better time for it.... Now that we are on 
the march toward ultimate victory, there is an im- 
portant job of education to be done so that the 
tragedy of war will not come again.” 

Vice-President Wallace, too, had a telling point to 
contribute in his comment on the series: “We have 
waged war in global terms; we can also build peace 
on a global basis.” 

Participants in the symposium have, indeed, viewed 
the problems of peace on a global basis. Their 
contributions have varied in emphasis and interpreta- 
tion, but they have agreed on the necessity for full 
discussion, advance planning and a view of the prob- 
lem in terms of all nations. 

Stringfellow Barr, president of St. John’s College,“ 
whose article opened the series, made an eloquent 
plea for a world government “able to administer law 
and enforce peace between national states.” 

Eric A. Johnston, president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, urged freedom of oppor- 
tunity for all as the first step toward creation of a 
peaceful world ordef. 

Msgr. John A. Ryan, director of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, considered the ethical 
factors and called for severe punishment of Axis 
leaders, security for small nations, modification of 
national sovereignties in order to form a workable 
society of nations, and economic justice to give every 
man and every nation “a share in the earth’s bounty.” 

The article by Mrs. Gellhorn, St. Louis civic leader 
and veteran worker in the League of Women Voters, 
stressed the “growing sense of personal responsibil- 
ity” among individuals toward the grave problems 
of our time. 

By such discussions as the articles now appear- 
ing in the Post-Dispatch, and the current gpeeches 
and writings all over the land, the groundwork is 
being laid for creation of an informed public opinion, 
to support and help guide the nation’s leaders when 
victory brings the:day for beginning the crucial test 
of our collective intelligence. 

What are we fighting for? Peace, freedom and 
security is the unanimous answer. Now is the time 
for the full and open discussion which is the best 
road to attainment of those heart-felt and world- 
wide desires. 
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THE MILLS OF CONGRESS. 

Remember how the brand, spanking new win-the- 
war Congress was going to come to grips with the 
tax problem and settle that burdensome issue so 
everyone onthe home front would know just where 
he stood on March 15? Well, there always is some- 
thing to be thankful for and, at the moment, we're 
bubbling over with gratitude that we ‘have a mili- 
tary high command running our war. 
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THE JUDGESHIP SITUATION NOW. 

The death of Judge Charles B. Davis takes from 
the Federal bench a jurist who could be counted on 
to read the law carefully and to apply it scrupu- 
lously. . In his book, the: Judge of the court was not 
the star of a drama, but no more—and no less—than 
the impartial referee set, by the United States Con- 
stitution, to preside over the case at hand in order 
that justice might be done to all parties concerned. 

Lawyers knew that Judge Davis was thoroughly 
reliable and they conveyed their confidence to their 
clients. The Judges of the Eighth Circuit Court of 
Appeals, which embraces Missouri, were so im- 
pressed by his record that they frequently called on 
him to sit with them, and from all’ the District 
Judges of the circuit they chose Judge Davis to 
preside over the precedent-setting floodway con- 
demnation test case in Arkansas. 

There was a scholarly side to Judge Davis, and a 
bent for history. It was a labor of love he indulged 
in when he dug out the facts about Missouri's first 
Federal Judge, James Hawkins Peck, and he wrote 
the excellent article on this frontier dispenser of 
justice for the Dictionary of American Biography. 

There is a danger that the vacancy created by 
Judge Davis’ death will be seized on by the more 
politically minded ag the basis for a deal to settle 
the question of who shall fill the new sixth Federal 
judgeship for Missouri. Judge Davis held a full- 
time seat in the Eastern District. His successor 
will, of course, be a full-time Judge in this district. 
The situation with respect to the new seat remains 
the same. That judgeship was and still js needed 
for the Eastern District. If former Congressman 


Duncan wag unqualified for it before Judge Davis’ 
death, he continues to be unqualified. 

This is the'time for Senator Clark to assert him- 
self as Missouri’s Senator with a special custodian- 
ship over the Federal affairs of this side of the 
State. He should join with Attorney General Biddle 
right now in scotching any deal which would clear 
the way for Lame Duck Duncan simply because an- 
other seat must also be filled through the hap- 
penstance of death. ; 
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A SMASHING VICTORY. 

If there were any doubt as to the ability of the 
Allied high command to work out the strategy and 
means for a global war with as many fronts as con- 
ditions required, the great, good news from the 
Southwest Pacific should now end it once and for all. 

We have scored a major triumph over sneaks who 
stabbed us in the back at Pearl Harbor while their 
smoke-screen emissaries went through the motions 
of diplomacy in Washington. 

We have sunk or disabled 10 of their warships. 

We have sunk or otherwise put out of commis- 
sion 12 of their transports. 

The 15,000 troops aboard have been annihilated 
“almost to the man.” 

And as if this were not enough for one operation, 
we brought down their fleet of 55 protecting planes. 

No wonder Allied headquarters in Australia has 
issued a communique saying that “we have achieved 
a victory of such completeness as to assume the pro- 
portions of a major disaster to the enemy.” 

What the Japanese had planned as a new attack 
on Allied forces in New Guinea thus is routed by a 
death-raining armada of the skies. A present threat 
is wiped out and future Japanese operations are 
made infinitely more difficult. 

We have been slow in getting under way, but 
there will be no stopping us in the end. 

The power and might,of the American people and 
their resources and their arms, particularly their 
planes, will deliver and deliver until the last enemy 
of civilization throws up his hands or sinks trace- 
less out of sight in the sea. 
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LICHTENSTEIN PICKS A LEGISLATOR. 

While the House committee was beginning its in- 
quiry at Jefferson City into the activities of Missouri 
small-loan companies, an interesting disclosure was 
being made in St. Louis about the political maneuv- 
erings of David B. Lichtenstein, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Public Loan Corporation and No. 1 
lobbyist for the small-loan interests. 

How Lichtenstein induced a candidate for a seat 
in the Legislature to withdraw from the primary 
slate prepared by the local Republican advisory 
committee, and then supplanted him with a hand- 
picked candidate of his own, was related by two 
committee members, Carleton S. Hadley and E. J. 
Wallace, and the man who retired from the ticket, 
Frank S. Freesmeier. 

So, ironically enough, the citizens’ committee, 
whose object was to draw up a blue-ribbon slate of 
candidates, helped Lichtenstein place his pet candi- 
date, William J. Kemp, in the Legislature. When 
he got to Jefferson City, Kemp became a member 
of the Banking Committee, and was one of those 
who, in a five-minute closed session, killed the 
Lahey bill for halving small-loan interest rates. 

Devious indeed are the. ways of lobbyists. Show- 
ing just how devious they are is the job of the 
present inquiry. And then will come the job of 
safeguarding the Legislature against the incursions 
of special interests. 
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TRUE HEROISM. 

There have been many moving statements of the 
hopes and aspirations of free men and women in 
this war by spokesmen for America and England. 
It remained, however, for a representative of the 
Chinese people to lift that discussion to its highest 
plane thus far. 

Mme. Chiang Kai-shek’s address in Madison Square 
Garden was so free of human hates and interna- 
tional politics that it at once becomes a major dec- 
laration for our planning of the postwar world. 

Her people have suffered, if not more, then at 
least longer at the hands of the killing invader than 
any other people. Her countrymen have given all 
they have had to give to defend themselves and their 
faith in peace and decency in the world. 

Almost with bombs still ringing in her ears and 
the dead of Chungking before her eyes, she could 
stand calmly in a Christian land and quote the 
Christ who taught us to hate the evil in men, but 
not men themselves, Of such is true heroism and 
greatness of spirit. . 
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PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE J. P. COURTS. 

The St. Louis Bar Association has sent to Jeffer- 
son City ga bill for a revision of this city’s Justice 
of the Peace courts, The lawyers’ proposal calls 
for a unified court of five Justices, one of whom 
would act as Presiding Justice. Contrary to pres- 
ent requirements, all would have to be lawyers. 

In addition to thus reducing the number of Jus- 
tices from 11 to 5, the proposal would take their 
election from the voters and make their appoint- 
ment a duty of the Circuit Court Judges. Further, 
the new Justice of the Peace setup would be made 
as nearly bi-partisan as a five-man group can be by 
directing that not more than three of the Justices 
shall be members of the same political party. 

A salary of $5000 a year is set for the Justices 
($5500 for the Presiding Justice). To earn this, 
they would be expected to work at least seven hours 
a day, five days a week. Their terms would be for 
four years, and they would be removable, for mis- 
feasance, by vote of the Circuit Court Judges. 

These provisions—together with a rule permitting 
a juror to serve in a Justice of the Peace court but 
once in a year, and another against retention of 
fees by Constables—certainly promise a definite 
improvement over the existing wasteful, inefficient 
and unjust system. 

The St. Louis delegation owes it to the small- 
claim litigants of this city to convince the Missouri 
Legislature of the need for reform.

HE need for a unified economic com- 

mand on the home front has become 

so acute that Congress can no longer 
tolerate the administration’s insistence on 
a hands-off policy from the legislafive 
branch of government. 


Too little planning, too much fumbling 
and: wrangling, lack of unified direction 
and contro] and the Government’s amaz- 
ing reliance. on the counsel of industrial 
monopolists’ who have one eye cocked on 
the interests of their own corporations— 
all these have contributed to the creation 
of an intolerable situation. 


The lack of critical materials in suffi- 
cient quantities has brought a series of 
bitter quarrels among officials of the vark& 
ous administrative agencies. Instead of co- 
ordinating their efforts and pulling to- 
gether, they are openly competing for the 
same materials and undermining one an- 
other whenever the opportunity arises. 


In one of the most significant of its many 
excellent reports, the Truman committee 
recently placed the blame for a perilous 
shortage of steel on the large steel com- 
panies—whose executives double as policy- 
makers in Washington—the administrative 
officers of the Army and Navy, and the 
War Production Board, 


Barely Enough Steel. 


The committee reported that “it appears 
we will barely produce sufficient steel in 
1943 and thereafter to satisfy the major 
war necessities,” with no assurance of fill- 
ing the needs of essential civilian industries. 

Senator Truman and his associates found 
that the War and Navy departments had 
seriously underestimated their steel re- 
quirements and are now using four times 
as much as they informed the Office of 
War Production they would need. This dis- 
closure, plus many others of a similar char- 
acter, certainly refute the claim of the mili- 
tary and naval bureaucrats that they and 
they alone are endowed with the necessary 
qualifications to make decisions on war 
production problems. 


The Truman committee also confirmed 
a charge long made by the Progressive— 
that the large steel companies, determined 
to maintain their monopolistic grip, blocked 
expansion of the industry because they 
feared their control would be imperiled by 


the emergence of a new group of competi- 
tors. “The representatives and employes ‘of 
big steel companies,” the committee pointed 
out. “dominated the iron and steel branch 
of the War Production Board. They first 
failed to direct or even to allow expansion. 
Finally, they concentrated expansion in the 
hands of the eight largest companies.” 


The crisis in steel is only one of many 
disasters which have flowed from our fail- 
ure to develop an efficient, unified eco- 
nomic command to direct the war program 
at home. The administration hag sought 
to meet periodic outbursts of criticism by 
superimposing new agencies upon an al- 
ready confused administrative hodgepodge. 


A Bi-partisan Move. 


During this period, Congress has pretty 
largely confined its activities in this field 
to investigating, exposing and recommend- 
ing, but the time has now come when it 
must exercise its constitutional function to 
legislate. That Congress is ready to accept 
the challenge became apparent when 10 
outstanding Senators, representing all,polit- 
ical parties, introduced a bill calling for 
the creation of an Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion to provide unified civilian command 
of the war economy. 


The bill provides: for the merger of all 
existing war agencies under a single di- 
rector of war mobilization, Its objective, 
sponsors said, is to “break the bottlenecks 
now throttling our military production at 
dozens of points and thus lead to the speed- 
lest possible annihilation of the enemy.” 

“It is our opinion that the public is fed 
up with the bickering and conflicts in 
Washington over the conduct of the war. 
This bill provides a basis for resolving these 
conflicts before it is to late.” 


The bill should be passed at the earliest 
possible moment as the best possible 
method to smash bottlenecks which im- 
peril our entire war effort. Apologists for 
the administration may oppose the measure 
on the ground that the President alone 
should deal with the problem. The fact 
remains, however, that even so Warm an 
admirer of the President and all his works 
as Senator Claude Pepper has criticised 
the administration's failure to mobilize the 
nation’s resources and has joined in spon- 
soring the bill as “a friend of the President.”

Next to India, the two biggest masses of 
closely packed humanity live in China and 
Europe. The United Nations are blockad- 
ing Europe while the Nazis plunder it. Ja- 
pan is blockading half of China while plun- 
dering the other half. That means an ap- 
palling quantity of human suffering, in an 
age when we had begun to think that 


famine and pestilence were preventable 
evils. We have a heavy responsibility for all 
this misery. The Chinese could have saved 
themselves much death and starvation (at 
the cost of freedom, to be sure) if they had 
yielded instead of fighting.

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Advocate of All-Out Air War 
Too Critical of U.S. Policy 


“The Alr Offensive Against Germany,” by Allee 
A. Michie. (Henry Holt & Co., New York.) 


R. MICHIE, ‘who has spent many 

months in Britain for the Reader's 
Digest, writes an eye-opening box score on 
the accomplishments and possibilities of 
the European air war. He is optimistic 
about the air attacks on Germany, now 
being stepped up to all-out proportions. He 
believes that the Nazis can be defeated this 
year if the British and American air forces 
concentrate on massed night bombing of 
German industrial centers. 

The author cites the first heavy R. A. F. 
raids on Cologne, Rostock and Lubeck as 
examples of what can be done. But he 
warns that Britain, already at the peak of 
its production, cannot carry on these raids 
alone. Up to the present time, he charges, 
American participation in night bombing 
has been held up because our high com- 
mand has stubbornly clung to the theory 
of high-altitude daylight bombing. Day- 
light bombing, Mr. Michie believes, cannot 
be successful in Europe, owing to adverse 
weather conditions, 
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It is apparent that Mr. Michie is gold 
on the R. A. F., both in operational prac- 
tice and equipment. In his opinion, the 
British heavy bombers—the Lancaster, the 
Stirling and the Halifax—are much better 
than our Fortress and Liberator. The Brit- 
ish bombers depend upor the natural de- 
fenses of darkness and clouds. Our heavy 
bombers, designed primarily for day raids, 
depend upon speed, height and armament. 

Mr. Michie suggests the adaptation of 
American heavy bombers for night raid- 
ing by equipping them with flare dampers, 
which will hide their brilliant exhausts. 
He proposes an increase in production of 
the new Boeing B-29, Consolidated B-32 
and Lockheed B-49, which are vastly 
superior to the Liberator and Fortress. 
These could be equipped for night raiding 
and flown to England to join in mass raids. 

The author’s criticism of our air force 
is somewhat questionable in the light of 
smashing results from the recent Ameri- 
can daylight raids on Germany. But he 
presents a mass of valuable new informa- 
tion, including an excellent chapter on the 
organization and strength of the Luftwaffe. 
The book also contains more than a dozen 
air photographs of bombed German cities.

Gen. Stilwell’s Daughter Describes 
hinese Under Bombing 


Courage of C 


People Brave and Calm 
Despite Lack of De- 
fenses, Look. Forward 
to U. S. Aid, She Says 
in St. Louis Visit. | 


The Chinese people, handicapped 
by a lack of badly needed war ma-~ 
terials, have had to rely on their 
courage and fortitude to with- 
stand bombardments by the Jap- 
anese, Miss Alison Stilwell, daugh- 
ter of Lieut. Gen. Joseph W. Stil- 
well, chief of staff of the Allied 
forces in China, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

She was born and educated in 
China and was a resident of 
Peking when the Chinese-Japanese 
war broke out. 

At times almost completely de- 
fenseless in the face of furious 
poundings by Japanese aircraft, 
the Chinese have come to regard 
aerial bombardments almost with 
nonchalance, Miss Stilwell said. 
At first warnings of approaching 
aircraft, the populace moves into 
the nearby hills and waits for the 
gll-clear signal to sound, then 
calmly returns to a city which has 
been pounded by planes which 
have met practically no antiair- 
craft opposition. 

Bolstered by a sense of humor 
which is surprisingly like our own, 
the Chinese soldier, who is de- 
scribed by her as “the best in the 
world,” is fighting heroically with 
the weapons he has at his dispos- 
al, she said, “still waiting for prom- 
ised aid from the United States.” 

Miss Stilwell, whose irrepressible

$425,000 TRUST FUND 
LEFT FOR GLARE LUCE 


Former Husband’s Action Dis- 
closed in Court Proceeding 
on Estate Taxes. 


NEW YORK, March 4 (AP).—- 


George T. Brokaw, who died in 
1935, established a trust fund of 
$425,000 for his former wife, now 
United States Representative Clare 


Booth Luce, it was disclosed yes- 
terday in a Surrogate’s Court pro- 
ceeding. 

A decision by Surrogate James. 
A. Foley disclosed that the trust 
fund was set up in 1929 pursuant to 
a separation agreement under 
which Brokaw agreed to pay his 
then wife for “support of herself 
and their child.” 

The agreement was to the effect 
that the wife was to receive $2500 
monthly, or the income from the 
trust fund. Brokaw paid $2500 a 
month for several monghs in 1929, 
until he created the trust fund. 

The facts were disclosed when 
Foley denied an application of the 
executors of Brokaw’s will for an 
order compelling the fund’s trus- 
tees to pay a proportionate amount 
of $164,070.98, representing state 
and Federal taxes. The tax item 
was paid by the estate, valued at 
the time of Brokaw’s death at 
$1,021,283.158. 

Foley held that the trust fund 
was not liable for any part of the 
taxes, and no apportionment can 
be directed against it under the 
decedent estate law. The 
gresswoman now is the wife of 
Henry Luce, publisher.

LONDON, March 4 (AP). — The 
score is 3-0 in “hysteria casual- 
ties” among the men and women 
on one of London’s bigest anti- 
aircraft battery sites — and you'd 
never guess who is ahead. It’s the 
girls. 

During the heaviest moments of 
the German raid last night, when 
the battery was the busiest and 
the flak flying the fastest, three 
men keeled over from nerves— 
one became violently ill and the 
other two had a plain case of shiv- 
ering jitters, but the women went 
right on passing ammunition. 

The unit is manned mainly by 
home guardsmen, civilians who do 
war jobs in their spare time, plus 
a number of regular Army officers 
The rest' were women 
who have been training to help op- 
erate the anti-aircraft guns, 

Spectacular Graduation. 

The Germans gave them a spec- 
tacular graduation ceremony last 
night. 

It was as black as the inside 
of an ink bottle in that open field 
—and cold. The sirens’ wailing 
had just ended and the guns of 
a distant battery were beginning 
to rumble. 

I could hear the rustle of rain- 
coats and the scraping of feet on 
the gravel. Here and there low- 
voiced commands were given. But 
I couldn’t see as much as the rim 
of my tin hat, but I could feel 
the tension. 

The spotters knew just where the 
Germans were, at what height they 
were flying, and in what direction. 
Then, without a word being spoken, 
every man and woman’ in the field 
knew the Germans were coming 
into our zone, 

There was no sound of their 
motors, yet, but still we knew. How 
we knew is one of those mysteries 


of perception that I can’t explain. 


The tension became almost un- 
bearable. It was hard to breathe 
and my clammy hands were 
clenched tightly.

and a split second later there was 
a sudden flash and roar that 
seemed to sear my eyeballs and 
tear off the top of my head. How 
many guns went off at the same 
instant is one of those things I 
can’t mention. 

But it seemed to me the flash 
lit the ‘countryside for miles 
around and plainly showed the un- 
derside of every planet in the uni- 
verse. 

Then the battery pulled the cork 
and poured it on with everything 
—big, medium and small—and the 
impressions came too fast to re- 
member, 

The tracers made a pattern of 
streaks in the sky like a pile of 
colored jackstraws suspended over- 
head. The earth was shaking so 
I couldn’t tell whether it was our 
own heavy stuff or German bombs 
exploding. Roaring torrents of 
sound poured down from above. 
In the flashes of the guns, I 
could see the gun crews, includ- 
ing those British girls who don't 
faint, flitting back and forth while 
passing ammunition. Due to the 
flickering lights and shadows they 
seemed to move in jerks. , 

Medical Officer Reports. 
When it was all over a medical 
officer told me about his three 
male “nerye casualties.” 

“They were all right after we 
talked to ‘em,” he said. “They 
went back to their jobs.” 

“How about the girls? Did many 
of them pass out?” 

“No,” he said, “they almost never 
do. That’s a funny thing about 
women. They always get hysterical 
over the small things, never over 
anything like this.”

—Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard suggested to the 48 Governors 
yesterday the release of students 
from schools in small towns and 
rural areas’ to help with spring 
planting of essential crops in la- 
bor-shortage areas. 

The telegrams said: 

“The nation’s food and fiber re- 
quirements make it imperative we 
have maximum planting of essen- 
tial crops this spring. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture exerting all 
possible effort to assure farmers 
sufficient work force to make 1943 
production even greater than last 
year's record output. 

“Supplementary to your state ef- 
forts to meet farm labor shortages, 
and within limitations of your 
state laws and policies, I respec- 
tively urge you to investigate need 
for services of young people, espe- 
cially in small towns and rural 
areas, in helping to get crops 
planted and to issue proclamation 
or take other appropriate action 
to have school authorities release 
farm students 14 years and older 
from school in areas where farm- 
ers must have extra help for spring 
planting.”

‘Scare Buying’ in Fear of 
Rationing: Not a Major 
Factor, St. Louis Mer- 
chants Say. 


Big increases in dollar volume 
of St. Louis department store sales 
were registered in February, but 
“scare buying” on the part of per- 
sons afraid of rationing was not 
considered by merchants to be the 
major factor. 

Sales in the week ending Feb. 6 


were 14 per cent higher than in the 
corresponding week of 1942. The 
increase shot up to 45 per cent in 
the week ending Feb. 13, and 
amounted to 34 per cent in the 
week following. 

“A large part of the jump in 
sales volume was a natural] in- 
crease due to higher incomes now 
enjoyed by lots of people,” Frank 
M. Mayfield, president of the 
Associated Retailers told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “There 
was some ‘panic buying.’ of course, 
but cases of this kind were not 
very numerous. People nowadays 
have more money, and ipcreased 
buying on their part is only 
natural. That, I think, is the real 
explanation.” 

Slump After Christmas. 

St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank 
figures show that local department 
store sales immediately after the 
1942 Christmas buying season 
slumped below the level for the 
corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year. Measured in dollar 
volume, sales for the week ending 
Jan. 2 were 22 per cent below the 
total for the corresponding week 
of 1941-42, There was a 6 per cent 
increase in the week ending Jan. 
9 and a 16 per cent gain in the 
week ending Jan. 16, but the next 
two weeks brought respective de- 
creases of six and five per cent, 
February, however, brought a big 
upswing. 

Shoe rationing was proclaimed 
without any advance warning on 
Feb. 8, and stores reported that 
some consumers obviously rushed 
out to engage in “scare buying,” 
but Government assurances that 
rationing of clothing was not in 
prospect had a calming effect. 

Draft As Brake on Rates. 

A factor serving to offset “scare 
buying” to some extent might be 
failure of some buying to material- 
ize. Many men anticipating draft 
calls are refraining from buying 
clothing. 

In spite of imposition of price 
ceilings, there is still some price 
inflation, which should be taken 
into acount in measuring sales by 
dollar volume. One banker esti- 
mated that $100 today could have 
bought $105 or $106 worth of the 
same goods a year ago, but this 
price differential is being steadily 
reduced, and should be eliminated 
altogether by May, the first an- 
niversary of the price “freeze.” 


12 RECREATION AREAS CHOSEN 
FOR OCD DEMONSTRATIONS 


To fill a need for adequate rec- 
reation in many districts of the 
city, as indicated by dan increase 
in delinquency and crime, 10 dem- 
onstration areas in five major dis- 
tricts of the city and two in St. 
Louis County have been selected 
and agencies have been appointed 
to act as organizing committees 
for wartime recreation, Alfred H. 
Wyman, recreation co-ordinator of 
the Office of Civilian Defense 
said yesterday. 

Neighborhoods for demonstra- 
tion purposes were chosen in the 
northeast, northwest, central, 
southeast and southwest districts 
fof the city because these sections 
are in the greatest need of atten- 
tion, he said. Agencies in these 
neighborhoods appointed to form 
working committees to investigate 
available neighborhood recreation 
conditions, recruit volunteers and 
supply the hecessary additional 
play space were chosen on a basis 
of agency interest and ability to 
shoulder the responsibility of rais- 
ing the adequacy-of neighborhood 
recreation, he added. 


ICELAND DEVELOPING POWER, 
SAYS DIRECTOR HERE ON VISIT 


Extensive and rapid develop- 
ment of hydroelectric resources of 
Iceland is under way, the island’s 
director of State Electricity Con- 
trol, Jakob Gislason, said in St. 
Louis today. 

Gislason has been in the United 
States since December purchasing 
equipment for electric generating 
plants and studying American 
methods of power distribution. In 
St. Louis he visited headquarters 
of the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration for information on 
supplying electricity to rural areas. 

The presence of a large number 
of American troops in Iceland has 
vastly increased the demand for 
electric power, and the island gov- 
ernment is doing all it can to meet 
that demand, Gislason said. Here- 
tofore most of the electric devel- 
opment in Iceland has been by 
municipalities, but the island Gov- 
ernment now is undertaking 
larger projects, Gislason. said.

FIGHTING MEN, WHO

ASK FOR TAX BLANKS 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—Guess what the doughboysg on 
the firing lines are demanding now 
—income tax blanks, and lots of 
them, 

They don’t have to make re- 
turns. Congress passed a law say- 
ing those serving outside the coun- 
try needn't pay a tax or file a re- 
turn. Those stationed inside the 
United States must file and pay, 
‘although they have some special 
military status allowances.

ILLNESS RATE IN ARMY 
WELL BELOW AVERAGE 


Reduction in Winter Ailments 
Cited in Report of Medical 
Ass’n. Journal. 


CHICAGO, March 4 (AP).—Men 
in the United States Army are suf- 
fering less from winter ailments 


than the civil population in some} 


parts of the country, the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
said yesterday. 


The Journal, in a summary of ac- 
complishments of the medical de- 
partment of the Army since Pearl 
Harbor, citedsfigures disclosing the 
decrease in @sease compared to 
World War I, and said that “the 
record of the United States Army 
Medical Corps is one in which we 
may all take pride... .” 

The number of Army men suffer- 
ing from colds, influenza, pneumo- 
nia and measles this winter is well 
below the five-year average rate in 
the Army, the Journal said, adding 
that rates for the civil population 
in some parts of the country are 
greater than the five-year average 
for the nation. 

Venerea! disease is substantially 
less than in World War I, and the 
Syphilis rate is the lowest in the 
history of the Army, the article 
said. Excluding battle casualties, 
the death rate since January, 1941, 
has been the lowest in the Army’s 


history. In the last war, 1.1 pa- 


tients of each three with meningitis 
died; now only one in 20 dies, the 
Journal reported. 

“Prompt diagnosis, efficient care 
and sulfonamides have made the 
difference,” said the Journal. 
“Overseas such conditions as ma- 
laria and dysentery are being 
fought with all that modern medi- 
cine has provided for the Army 
medical armamentarium.” 

The Journal said that during 
the year the only serious incident 
from a medical point of view was 
the jaundice associated with inoc- 


ulation against yellow fever.

Reports Pope Was 
Much Affected by World 
Events.’ 


SEVILLE, Spain, March 4 (AP). 
—Archbishop Francis J. Spellman 
of New York said on his arrival 
here yesterday from Rome that 
Pope Pius XII was “very much 
affected by world-events” and “ex- 
tremely interested in all develop- 
ments.”

CASE RECORDS

ASE Y-1538: Lawrence B., aged 55, is head of a tombstone 

company. “You had a Case Reecord a few months ago 

about dynamic memorials to the dead,” he said in a letter 
to me. “In that article you recommended that people spend 
less money on granite tombstones. 
You urged that pipe organs or 
drinking fountains or hospital 
beds be endowed, instead, as a use- 
ful and enduring expression of 
love for the deceased. But, Dr. 
Crane, I wish to take exception to 
your remarks, The monument in- 
dustry and its ramifications em- 
ploy gainfully a large number of 
people in this country. It artisans 
pay taxes, buy insurance, raise 
families and otherwise support the 
Government. Any change from 
spending money for monuments, 
whether to charitable or other 
eauses, simply takes the spending power from one class to 
another, leaving in its wake more candidates for marae. I 
question the soundness of your thinking.”

London Blackout

LONDON, England. 


T may seem a strange thing to 
| aay, but I wish that not too far 

back in my family line there 
had been an owl or a chimney 
sweep or’a mole. Such an ances- 
tor would, of course, make it diffi- 
cult for me to maintain my mem- 
bership in the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the Junior 
League and the American Society 
of Wheelmen, but it would be of 
immeasurable value to me now as 
I grope about in the London 
blackout. Occasionally if I had 
the blood of a distinguished hoot 
owl coursing through my veins I 
would be able to see a foot or two 
in front of my face and thus keep 
from damaging the sides of his- 
toric buildings with my head and 
shins. 


Only the other night I had a 
vicious set-to with one of the lions 
at Trafalgar Square. For a full 15 
minutes there in the pitch black 
darkness we fought head to head 
and it was not until I had con- 
quered him and was preparing to 
place my foot on his mane and 
issue a Tarzan yell did a bobby 
take me by the hand and suggest 
that I follow him to my hotel. 


The London blackout officially 
begins when the sun goes down 


but it really begins when the sun 


comes up in the morning and lasts 
a full 24 hours. This is because 
Mother Nature, probably foreseeing 
a global warfare with all-out bomb- 


ings for the 1940s, provided Lon- 
don with a wintertime climate that 
must have been copied from a wet 
flannel pajama top. 


When you awaken in the morn- 
ing and habit causes you to bound 
to the windows to throw them open 
and greet the blessed sunshine and 
bright, crisp air you are greeted 
by a combination of elements that 
would chase Lionel Strongfort 
back to his bed. London’s winter 
air is the only air in the world 
that is visible to the naked eye. 
It is as easy to see *s if it were 
made of feathers and rice pudding 
and discarded chess boards. One 
has to learn how to breathe it. 
Just to start breathing it as one 
would normal air is foolhardy. It 
must be taken in. small sips at 
first, else one’s nose and lungs 
will rebel and refuse to co-operate. 


By noontime the sun, which must 


get time and a half for operating 
in the section, has cleared away 
the atmosphere to such an extent 
that those wearing bifocal glasses 
and blessed with 20-20 eyesight can 
see as far as 10 feet in front of 
them. But this visibility lasts only 
an hour or so. By mid-afternoon 
the sun has had its spirit broken 
and Londoners start walking 
through a cup custard again. 
When night falls and the lights 
of the city are turned out and the 
blackout officially begins, there 
is no describing the darkness, You 
get the same effect as if your 


eyes had been turned around and 
you were gazing into the inner 
secrets of your own head. London- 
ers don’t seem to mind this Sty- 
gian darkness, however. They are 
out on the streets by the tens of 
thousands and you have never seen 
such a friendly place. 

I have met thousands of London- 
ers and thousands of Londoners 
have met me, head on. It really is 
a town where one literally “bumps 
into friends.” One of my closest 
friends is a retired major, who 
poked me in the ribs with his 
cane as I kicked him in the shins 
near Piccadilly night before last. 
We walked along together for a 
few blocks and during that time I 
was knocked down by or knocked 
down a soldier from Council 
Bluffs, Ia., a Waac from Water- 
bury, Conn., and a fellow who runs 
a dog harness shop in Blooming- 
ton, Il.

Gradually, I am coming to know 
the city by feel. By groping I have 


learned the contour of many of 
the famous buildings in London. 
During the daytime when the city 
is slightly visible I never know 
where I am but turn me loose at 
night and I can grab a railing and 
tell whether it belongs to Bucking- 
ham Palace, Leicester Square or 
the Falstaff Pub and when I trip 
over a curb and take the skin off 
my knees I can tell by the heights

Economical Menus

ANNED fish had been getting 

scarcer and scarcer for a long 

time before the Government 
suddenly clamped down on it in 
order to build up a supply for ra- 
tioning. But that wasn’t because 
of any sudden shortage in the fish 
that swim in our lakes, rivers and 
oceans. It’s just that the canned 
fish has been going to other places 
than our civilian kitchens. There 
are still plenty of fresh fish where 
the canned ones came from orig- 
inally, and they are still being 
caught and sent to market both 
fresh and frozen. While the big 
shut-down on canned fish sales 
goes on, we all have a grand 
chance to get better acquainted 
with different varieties and differ- 
ent uses of fresh fish. Here's a 
hearty fish chowder which may 
be made from halibut, cod, had- 
dock, fresh salmon or any good- 
flavored lean fish that can be 
freed from bones. 


Fish Chowder. 
One ounce salt pork, one table- 
spoon butter, one to one and one- 
half cups sliced onions (two to 


three medivm onions), one and 
one-half pounds boiling potatoes 
(peeled and diced), two teaspoons 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon black 
pepper, one and one-fourth cups 
cold water, one pound boneless 
lean fish, three-fourths cup top 
milk or thin cream, three-fourths 
cup evaporated milk. 


Slice salt pork thin. Melt butter 
in saucepan, add salt pork and 
cook slowly until delicately 
browned. Remove from heat, put 
in half the oniong and half the 
potatoes, in layers; sprinkle with 
half salt, and repeat. Add pepper. 
Pour on the water, then add the 
fish with skin and bones removed, 
cut into one-inch dice. Heat to 
boiling, cover, reduce heat and sim- 
mer gently for 45 minutes. Add 
milk or cream and evaporated 
milk, mix carefully and serve pip- 
ing hot, with a sprinkling of pap- 
rika and chopped parsley, if de- 
sired. Serve with hot toasted 
crackers or cornbread sticks. Four 
to five servings.

Stretch Your Garden Space 


Every Foot of It Should Be Made to Produce Throughout Growing Season 


N the old days, a vegetable gar- 
| cen was a neat arrangement of 
sections for corn, beans, for. 
tomatoes and lettuce, etc.. Each 
plot was framed and criss-crossed 
by the brown of the bare earth 
that had to be continually culti- 
vated and weeded. Only a big 
backyard could be made to yield a 
worth-while crop. Now we are 
pushing aside those _ traditional 
man-made gardening rules. 
Scientific <experiments in the 
past 15 years have gradually dis- 
counted the “neat garden plots.” 
Our plans can make the garden, 
every foot of it, produce through- 
out the growing season, just as in 
the woods and fields. Many, many 
kinds of wild flowers share the 
same meadow. The early spring 


types are in full bloom, while the © 


later types are just beginning to 
bud; as the midsummer ones reach 
maturity, the fall species are not 
yet in flower. Their differing root 
systems share the soil, making the 
most of the nutrients within it. 
Their leaves shade the soil from 
drying out and so conserve moist- 
ure from early spring to late fall. 
Their different shapes and heights 
make it possible for each plant to 
have its share of sunlight. 

Suggestions for “intercropping” 
and “combining,” for “partnership” 
and “for succession” planting 
should be in your notebook from 
last Sunday’s garden column. 
These are the efficiency methods, 
based on nature’s ways, that are 
approved by modern research on 
plant life and soil. The gardener 
who uses them wisely may triple 
and will surely double, the possible 
yield from his garden area. 

The old-fashioned garden plans 
could be drawn up in a few min- 
utes without much thought. For 
our way, here are three facts you 
must always keep in mind: 

1. Follow or combine “under- 
ground” or tap root crops with 
spread root crops. 

2. Days from planting to ma- 
turity of each crop; how long it 

stays at its best. ° 

3. Approximate space it must 
be allowed to reach a healthy 
maturity for greatest production.

HE maturity and seed chart will 

give you the facts you will need 

on maturing times in our lo- 
cality. The variable makes some 
allowance for the kind of weather 
we have and the particular vari- 
ables that come with the different 
conditions in each of our yards— 
— gardening methods, protection, 
etc 

You will want some large sheets 
of scratch paper for your first 
garden plan. I have found it 
easiest to make my outlines of the 
area of the garden to a scale of 
one-quarter inch per foot. The 
illustration shows some of the pos- 
sibilities of a 20 by 30 foot garden: 
it is planned to produce a goodly 
Share of the table needs and for 
some canning for a small family. 

According to the: particular likes 
of your family, plan to give more 
or less space to bush beans or 
beats, carrots, spinach, turnips; 
any of the standbys listed in last 
Sunday’s column. 

I haven’t met a gardener here- 
abouts who doesn’t agree with me 
that peas, in our locality, only do 
well for an early crop. No matter 
how much you like them, I would 
suggest no successive planting of 
peas. Be satisfied with your early 
harvest for the hot dry weather 
characteristic of our locality in 
mid-summer and even’ early fall 
lays all the odds against good pea 
productivity. 

Now, laying out the garden rows, 
switching the successive plantings, 
trying different combinations and 
intercropping, is the “must” of our 
campaign The hours will slip by 
before you will be satisfied with 
your plan. It is like a fascinating 
game—and it is a very worthwhile 
one for greatest garden yield. 

Seed is the ammunition for the 
home front gardener. You must be 
careful to get good seed. The best 
of seed is none too good for its 
cost will be small in any case and 
on its quality depends all the rest 
of your garden investment.

the number of feet your plan shows 
for each vegetable. Be sure you 
take into account the successive 
plantings in adding the footage. 
Then check against the seed quan- 
tity column in the chart and you 
can easily figure your requirements. 


This year it is especially impor- 
tant to get your seeds as soon as 
possible. Shortages of the most 
desirable varieties of the popular 
vegetables will probably occur. 

No more than just ordering a 
dress or a suit does the gardener 
order just tomatoes or beans or 
lettuce. The dress may be excel- 
lent in quality, smart in style, but 
it is surely undesirable if it doesn't 
fit the occasion and the figure. In 
the vegetables, the various varie- 
ties have special characteristics 
particularly suited to certain soil 
and weather conditions. Last Sun- 
day’s column listed the varieties 
suggested by our Missouri Agricul- 
tural Service. Years of scientific 
experimenting are the basis for 
their suggestions—and we ama- 
teurs will do wisely by following 
them, You may want to experi- 
ment In a smail way with some 
other varieties—but the standbys 


require less expert attention. We 
can be sure they will come up to 
our expectations in yield, in taste 
and in maturing time—in our local- 
ity—if we do our part of the work. 

We all know the necessity of the 
“Battle for Food.” The grim seri- 
ousness of this “front” is obvious 
in England today, where every foot 
of space and every spare moment 
are used for growing food—when 
seed is available. 

In St. Louis now people are buy- 
ing seed, apparently without care, 
without thought. DON’T! Quan- 
tities are limited. There is not 
enough for wastefulness. Figure 
your requirements carefully. Plan 
to swap—plan to share. For in- 
stance, if you plan to grow cucum- 
bers, the small 10-cent packet will 
surely contain more than 10 times 
the amount of seed a backyard 
gardener can use. This is true 
also of the small packets of squash 
seeds, eggplant and vegetables of 
the cabbage family—if you are 
buying the seed to start planting 
indoors. Share those packets. A 
few tiny seeds left in a packet 
seem like little waste but they may 
add up to a serious shortage. Be 


Varicose Veins =O=- —By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HIS article is written by re- 
T quest but as a matter of fact 

it is probably very timely be- 
cause in war work, with women 
and others who are not accustomed 
to standing for long periods, there 
is undoubtedly a higher incidence 
of varicose veins than in normal 
times. 

Varicose veins may theoretically 
occur anywhere, but over 99 per 
cent occur in the veins of the legs. 
The veins normally have little 
valves on the inside. These valves 
are thin membranes occurring in 
three cups attached to the wall of 
the vein. They allow flow of blood 
forward, but not backward. 

It can be seen that they are very 
necessary to circulation because 
the vis a tergo force from behind, 
from the heart which propels 
hlood from the arteries to all the 
boundaries of the body, runs out 
by the time the blood reaches the 
veins and the blood is returned to 
the heart simply by the accumula- 
tion of the blood from below. 

This pushes the column of blood 
in the veins of the leg slightly up- 
ward and every time the column 
of blood passes a valve, it stays 
there by the action of the valve 
and waits to be pushed forward by 
the next mass. 

Varicosities in the veins are due 
to the breakdown of these valves. 
The blood then accumulates in the 
veins, which become engorged and 
stand out in tortuosities. Naturally 
occupations or activities which re- 
quire long periods of standing on 
the feet tend to put a strain on the 


valves so that in these occupations 
varicose veins are a definite haz 
ard. Naturally also, time is an ele- 
ment and varicose veins do not oc- 
cur in children or young adults, 
but only in those who have lived 
long enough to create strain on 
the valves. 

If sluggishness of the circulation 
and stasis of the circulation in the 
veins were the only consequences 
of varicose veins, they would not 
constitute a very serious or trouble- 
some condition. All of the valves 
in every vein do not break down 
and the push of blood from bebind 
keeps the circulation going. ut 
the nutrition of the skin suffers 
markedly from the sluggishness of 
the circulation and ulcers appear. 
Even without ulceration the skin 
takes on a cold, mottled appear- 
ance which denotes bad circulation 
and nutrition. 

The treatment of varicose veins 
in modern conditions is fairly sim- 


ple compared to the difficult opera- 
tions which were in vogue 25 years 
ago. Palliative treatment, elastic 
stockings or bandages, is logical 
but troublesome and requires con- 
tinuous care. Even so, it is not en- 
tirely satisfactory. The modern 
treatment consists in injections of 
the veins with a sclerosing solution. 
This solution roughens and makes 
raw the insides of the walls of the 
veins so that they grow together 
and the vein is entirely obliterated. 

I said above that never do all 
the valves of all the veins break 
down. In the majority of cases the 
outside veins of the legs are the 
seat of the varicosities, while the 
veins of the middle of the legs re- 
main intact, The surgeon will 
make sure by tests which are well 
known that the middie veins are 
competent to handle the load of 
blood before he starts the injec- 
tion treatment of the superficial 
veins,

Why Is It Called a “Blimp?”

South a chance to over-ruff the 
declarer. The latter (East) can 
make no worthwhile discard, nor 
can he afford to ruff low, because 
an over-ruff would inevitably give 
the defenders two spade tricks, one 
club, and the heart ace. Hence, 
East is forced to ruff with a spade 
honor. Now, if South, succumbing 
to the delight of over-ruffing de 
clarer, uses his trump ace, the de- 
fenders’ case may as well be closed. 
Even though South, after winning 
with the ace, returns a heart to 
North’s ace, and North leads an- 
other club, declarer can now af- 
ford to ruff with another honor 
still have sufficient top 
strength to draw South’s deuce 
and nine of trumps. 


The crux, of course, is for South 
to refuse to over-ruff on the first 
club return! He should discard 
any red card. Now declarer can 
do no better than lead a high 
trump. South wins and leads a 
heart. North gets on lead with 
the ace and persists with clubs. 
Now. declarer has only two trump 
honorg left, while South stil] has 
the 92. If declarer uses one of 
his honors, South’s nine spot is 
promoted for a subsequent trick. 
If declarer trumps low, South can 
make his nine spot then and there. 
The point is that only by refusing 
to over-ruff at the first opportunity 
can South promote his nine to win- 
ning position.
